Was the injunction, "THOU SHALT NOT KILL," direeted 


' against society as a whole, or against individuals—or both? 
Only 


, three years ago the state of Ohio gave its approval of capital pim- 
'' ishmeut, although the M)1c was fairly evenly divided. 
We believe 


today that vole would bo reversed; we believe the people of this 
, great state would register their will on the side of the Divine plan 
and against legalized murder. 


Only a few cla^s ago I hey had a public hanging down in Florida. 


Florida, like Ohio, slicks to this J'jitiqualed method of punishing 
convicted criminals. The laws of Florida {>o further than those of 
Ohio and compel the advertisement of the fact that an execution is 
to take pJaec and the public is duly imited to witness the act. 


Immediately there was a great public outcry through the press 


against the "barbarity" of public exeeutitus. Especially in the 


' North, were the newspapers outraged by the mere idea of allowing 
. the people to gather about the gallows and watch a iiuui strangle to 
death. One Ohio newspaper that advocated the retention of capital 
punishment in this state in 1912 was among those that were horrified 
at the thought of the Florida spectacle. 


And yet why they should be we. cannot understand. 
(I the tak- 


ing of human life is right, if it can he justified by any reasoning 
process, then, by tlie same token, can public executions be justified. 
The people make the- law and-nothing under the law should be- hid- 
den from them. If a thing- is so grewsome, so revolting, so repulsive 
that it must be carried on behind barred doors, then it ought not be 
-permitted at all. 


Wo know of no belter argument against capital punishment 


than this Florida incident. The very papers that shout loudest for 


'' the retention of laws of Ibis kind are the very ones to clamor against 


1he law being carried to its logical conclusion. 
In the case at hand, 


they cry out for Hie taking of human life, but they want the public 
barred from the fulfillment of a law for which they so earnestly be- 
speak public sanction. 


The truth is that America has gone bejond the day of legal 


murder. 
Ft has for years been next to impossible to secure a jury 


of responsible citizens •who w i l l sit in a murder case. 
And even 


when a first degree minder sentence has been secured theie is scarce- 
ly one ease in five that ends in the actual execution of the convict. 


The whole theory of'capital crime and capital punishment is so 


ievolting, so illogical, so contrary to the dictates of a normal human 
heart that society, even in those states which still maintain the fic- 


?"rion of punishment by death, will not sanction the execution of their 


own barbaric enactments.

1913, Governor Slaton 
waving com- 


muted his death sentence to life im- 
1'i-isonnient, after the prisoner had 
been secretly removed from the jail 
here and taken to the btate prison 
farm at Milledgcville, fifty miles dis- 
tant. 


Official announcement of the com- 


mutation ot the former college giad- 
uate's sentence was withheld by Gov- 
ernor Slaton for some aoius, but he 
finally issued an official statement of 
his action, declaring he had secretly 
lemovcd the prisoner and withheld 
the announcement because hu feared 
an attempt at lynching if Frank was 
kept in Atlanta after clemency had 
been extended to iiira. Frank was to 
have been hanged tomorrow. 


Frank's removal from the jail here 


was carefully planned, and the officers 
were able to elude newspapermen and 
Others who might have 
recognized 


their prisoner. Leaving the jail by a 
rear door Uiey went in an automobile 
to the terminal station, where a depu- 
ty purchased tickets for the party to 
Macon. Frank was not 
handcuffed 


and was without the heavy spectacles 
he usually wears. A black slouched 
hat was pulled'do* n over "nis face. 


So secretive was the officials hero 


as to their plans that not even the 
superintendent of the prison farm had 
been notified that Frank would be 
taken there. Mrs. Frank declared she 
knew nothing .of any move to take 
her 
husband to Milledgevillo, and 


Frank's attorneys said they had not 
been notified of jt. 


Few criminal trials in the United 


"States aroused national interest to 
such a pitch as the Frank case, and 
protests against the execution of the 
prisoner upon the- evidence submitted 
by the state came from all parts ot 
the country. Governor Slaton's term 
expires on the 2r,th of this month. 


Frank was convicted of the murder 


of 
fourteen-> "nr-old 
Mary Fhasan 


after a sensational trial. He tried to 
sjet a new tnal in tb.3 superior court, 
but was turned rlown. An appeal was 
taken to the Tniteil States supreme 
co'iit and the decision there -«as like- 
wise apnlnst Frank. In the meantime 
the -cane had become a national con 
trovcrsy into which racial feeling en 
teiecl. Fiank is a Jew.
